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Turbines 
'to result 
in clogged 
up roads' 

A CONVOY of lorries car¬ 
rying wind turbine parts 
could bring main roads to a 
halt five days a week for up 
to five years if controversial 
wind farm plans are given 
the go ahead. 

A planning inquiry in 
Welshpool heard that the 
abnormal load lorries would 
pass through the region en 
route from Ellesmere Port 
to wind farms in Mid Wales 
every day for three to five 
years. 

Dyfed-Powys and West 
Mercia Police officers would 
work on rest days to provide 
an escort along the route. 

This would see lorries 
go down the A483 past Wr¬ 
exham, into Shropshire at 
Oswestry and then into 
Powys through Llanymy- 
nech, Welshpool, Newtown 
and onwards to one of the 
five planned wind farms. 

The cost of the policing 
would be met by the haul¬ 
ier, the public inquiry into 
the wind farms heard at the 
Royal Oak on Tuesday. 

It is proposed to build 
wind farms in Llanbadarn 
Fynydd, near Llandrindod 
Wells; Llaithddu, near New¬ 
town; Llandinam, near Lla¬ 
nidloes; Llanbrynmair, near 
Machynlleth; and Carnedd 
Wen, near Machynlleth. 

The inquiry was triggered 
when the county council re¬ 
fused to support their con¬ 
struction.

999 COVERAGE 


ASSURANCES about ambulance cover in Oswestry were 
made this week after it was revealed that the town is 
among the busiest areas for emergency call-outs in the 
county. 

The town has been placed third in West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice’s status plan, which determines which parts of the county require 
the most ambulance cover. 


John Wright, assistant general manager 
oversees the service in Shropshire, said as 
a consequence there will always be an am¬ 
bulance either in Oswestry or on the way 
to the town. 

“Oswestry is a high activity area and we 
can’t afford to leave it empty. I do monitor 
that regularly,” he said. 

“With the use of the status plan, nine out 
of 10 times there will be another vehicle 
coming this way, probably from Shrewsbury, 
to cover this area to give that level of cover. 

“Oswestry is in position three so even if 
the ambulance does go then other ambu¬ 
lances will come up to provide cover. 

“What we’re looking at with the Clinical 
Commissioning Group is to bring back a car 
as well as the ambulance. The ambulance 
would come and go but the car would always 
be here. 

“We do monitor it very closely to make 
sure we’re looking after everybody.” 

Mr Wright was speaking at a meeting of 
Oswestry Town Council on Monday after 
being invited to talk to councillors about 
changes to the Ambulance Service in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Mr Wright said: “The big change that 
happened recently is that we’ve now put

ambulances back into a certain number of 
market towns. 

“We had some issues. We had some 
lengthy delays in getting ambulances out to 
those in certain areas of the county so we 
made the decision to put ambulances back 
to some of the market towns, Oswestry 
being one. 

Needed 

“We were keen to keep the advanced para¬ 
medic scheme and so we put the paramedics 
into the ambulances. On paper it appears 
like we’ve reduced the ambulance service 
in Oswestry from two to one, but what it 
actually does is allows the vehicles to move 
around Oswestry to where the next ambu¬ 
lance is likely to be needed. 

“We’re now putting out 20 ambulances a 
day. This is significantly higher than it was 
previously. As well as cars in some of the 
market towns. We will have 30 more staff 
coming in by November at the latest I would 
think, and I would like to get it up to 24 dou¬ 
ble-crewed ambulances during peak times.” 


World crisis warning from Bell 



Martin Bell at the inaugural Wilfred Owen Lecture 


FORMER war correspond¬ 
ent Martin Bell delivered a 
passionate speech on the fu¬ 
tility of war at the Oswestry 
Literary Festival. 

Mr Bell made the inau¬ 
gural Wilfred Owen lecture, 
on Tuesday night, on the 
anniversary of the Oswestry 
poet’s birth, in the Holy 
Trinity Church at which 
Owen was christened in 
1893. He died on the bat¬ 
tlefields of France in 1918, 
seven days before peace was 
declared. 

Mr Bell said: “We live, in 
my view, in the most danger¬ 
ous times since 1945. Send¬ 
ing the armed forces to war 
is the most serious decision 
a government ever takes. It 
is quite literally a matter of 
life and death.” 

Revealing that he had car¬ 
ried a battered copy of Ow¬ 
en’s poems with him when 
he reported on wars across 
the world, the ‘man in the 
white suit’ said Owen had 
been the greatest English 
poet who ever lived.

Budget receives mixed 
reaction on the border

SCRAPPING the planned increase on fuel 
duty and measures to help businesses in 
yesterday’s Budget received a mixed recep¬ 
tion in the Oswestry and border areas. 

The Chancellor delivered his fifth Budget in the 
House of Commons saying it was a budget for the 
maker, doer or saver. 

Warmly welcomed was 
the dropping of a fuel tax 
increase. 

John Smallman, owner of 
independently owned Na¬ 
tional Windscreens’ branch 
in Oswestry, said: “We have 
25 vehicles on the road 
and spend in the region of 
£83,000 every year on fuel 
so of course the scrapping 
of the planned fuel duty 
increase is more than wel¬ 
comed. 

“The money which will 
now be saved by the scrap¬ 
ping of the fuel duty hike 
in yesterday’s budget can 
be invested in the business 
and in providing further job 
opportunities in the future.” 

However Steve Kay, 
chairman of the Federa¬ 
tion of small businesses in 
Powys, said there was still 
nothing in the budget for 
small businesses. 

“The government has 
failed small businesses 
again. We have been cam¬ 
paigning for a re-think on 
the sliding scale for busi¬ 
ness rates for years and 
still nothing has happened. 
Unless small businesses 
are allowed to compete on a 
level playing field they wont 
be able to employ more peo¬ 
ple.” 

Heather Noble, chairman 
of Oswestry Chamber of 
Commerce said: “‘Initially 
impressions suggest that 
businesses of all sizes stand 
to benefit from reductions 
in corporation tax, business 
rates and enhanced capital 
allowances.”

Frustration at long 
wait for phone repairs 


PHONE and broadband connections have fi¬ 
nally been restored to homes in Llansilin - a 
month after they were first taken off line by 
the storms which ravaged Britain. 

People living in the village said they were left 
without phone and broadband services following 
the storms in February - despite regular assurances 


they would be fixed in a 
matter of days. 

Most of the homes in the 
village were finally recon¬ 
nected by March 12. Offi¬ 
cials at BT have apologised 
for the disruption caused 
to locals, but have insisted 
engineers had undertaken 
“time consuming work” to 
get services restored. 

While residents in Llangy- 
niew, near Welshpool, were 
this week still waiting to 
have their phones or inter¬ 
net reconnected. 

There are seven house¬ 
holders in the area who have 
been cut off since February 
13, but BT has said it has 
been unable to set up a tem¬ 
porary service because two 
new poles have to be put in 
place. Phone lines were due 
to be restored by Wednes¬ 
day . It comes after villagers 
in Lower Frankton, near 
Ellesmere, also lost phone 
and broadband connections 
following the storms. 

Jeffrey Olstead, who lives

in Llansilin, said: “We all 
accept that exceptional 
storms create problems, but 
serious failures at manage¬ 
ment level, not the weather, 
are responsible for such 
incompetence. Worse still, 
since BT claim that the 
circumstances are beyond 
their control they incur no 
penalty for institutionalised 
failure.” 

Emma Tennant, spokes¬ 
woman for BT, said: “Every 
effort is made by Openreach 
to share the latest infor¬ 
mation with its customers 
- the hundreds of compa¬ 
nies who provide telephone 
and broadband services - 
so they in turn can update 
their own customers on how 
repair work is progressing. 

“Openreach apologises 
if some of the repairs have 
taken longer than expected 
due to the time-consuming 
work involved.” 

She added customers 
would be updated.

I write this column with¬ 
out knowing the contents of 
Wednesday’s Budget. But it is 
the major political issue of the 
week, so I should write about it. 

And the background to the 
2014 Budget is that the pros¬ 
pects for the economic position 
of the UK is far better than last 
year. Underpinning the good 
news is the return of real growth 
to the economy. 

We have also seen a very en¬ 
couraging and continuing fall in 
unemployment plus a reduction 
in the Government’s annual defi¬ 
cit. 

This good news is no more 
than a start. It is so easy to for¬ 
get the disastrous position the 
UK economy was in when the 
Coalition came to power in 2010. 

We are now out of ‘intensive 
care’, in the recovery ward, and 
looking forward to a successful 
future if only we stick with the 
treatment. But this improvement 
has created a bit of room to help 
people on the lowest incomes. 

The most significant tax 
change over the last four years 
has been lifting people out of 
paying income tax altogether. In 
2010 tax applied to all income 
over £6475. The Coalition Agree¬ 
ment promised to raise this fig¬ 
ure to £10,000. We have done 
that, and we will go further. 

In my view no-one on the min¬ 
imum wage should be paying in¬ 
come tax. There has been huge 
understandable pressure to give 
help to higher rate taxpayers as 
well. I wish we could. But with so 
little scope for tax cuts this year, 
it must be right to focus on help¬ 
ing the lowest paid. 

A second key issue for the 
Chancellor is how to increase the 
rate of house building. We have 
not been building enough new 
properties in Wales. 

The Chancellor is doing all he 
can to encourage Councils to 
allow building. But the Govern¬ 
ment cannot solve the housing 
shortage on its own. We need a 
culture change in planning de¬ 
partments from a presumption 
to refuse to a presumption to 
approve. 

There remains a huge amount 
to do to bring order to our public 
finances. But the position facing 
the Chancellor in 2014 is vastly 
better than in 2013. Our task is 
to ensure it has improved again 
by Budget Day 2015. 


If you shout loudly enough 
it really can pay off if the news 
about ambulance cover in 
Oswestry is anything to go by. 

The people of Oswestry have 
been bombarding the West Mid¬ 
land Ambulance Service with de¬ 
mands for better cover following 
the closure of the local station. 

And this week one of the ser¬ 
vice’s top men went on record 
as saying the needs of Oswestry 
for better cover had been recog¬ 
nised with assurances that the 
town will always have at least 
one ambulance and possible a 
response car too. 

John Wright, assistant gen¬ 
eral manager of West Midlands 
Ambulance Service, who over¬ 
sees the service in Shropshire, 
told Oswestry Town Council this 
week that there will always be an 
ambulance either in Oswestry or 
on the way to the town. 

“Oswestry is a high activity 
area and we can’t afford to leave 
it empty. I do monitor that regu¬ 
larly,” he said. 

It’s taken the service far too 
long though to recognise that 
Oswestry is the third busiest 
town for ambulance call outs in 
Shropshire. 

Sitting in a town centre office 
I am constantly aware of the 
number of times ambulances 
have to respond in Oswestry and 
just how someone thought they 
could manage without round- 
the-clock cover really does beg¬ 
gar belief. 

Let’s all just hope Mr Wright is 
not making idle promises. Time 
will tell.

UNWANTED jewellery, foreign 
currency and mobile phones 
are helping Llangollen Interna¬ 
tional Musical Eisteddfod re¬ 
tain its place as Wales’s centre 
for music, dance, costume and 
culture from around the world. 

A host of international stars head¬ 
ed by rock legends Status Quo will 
line up for this year’s festival near 
the Shropshire border from July 8 to 
13, which will bring visitors flocking 
from across the globe. 

But keeping the whole glittering af¬ 
fair running requires a huge fundraising 
effort and, as the Llangollen’s festival 
support co-ordinator Christine Dukes 
explained, new ways of bringing in vital 
revenue are constantly being explored. 

One of the latest ventures is a gem of 
an idea to recycle unwanted jewellery 
along with foreign currency and old mo¬ 
bile phones. 

Mrs Dukes said: “We are always look¬ 
ing for new and novel ways of raising 
money to support the expense of staging 
our annual festival and exactly a year 
ago we decided to sign up to be involved 
with an organisation called Recycling For 
Good Causes. 

“It’s an ethical company which has 
been working successfully with a wide 
range of charities such as Llangollen 
International Musical Eisteddfod since 
1996. 

“The idea behind it is that people bring 
in their unwanted items which are then 
collected by the company and sent away 
for recycling. 

“Money raised from selling off the 


Eisteddfod Financial Support Co-ordinator Christine Dukes with items do- 


donated items is then sent back to the 
charity, which has no overheads to 
Pay.” 

“It’s a very simple idea which we in¬ 
troduced exactly a year ago and in the 
past 12 months we’ve raised quite a 
healthy amount of money from it. 

“Basically, people are invited to do¬ 
nate items that they no longer have a 
use for. 

“That might be jewellery that’s gone 
out of fashion, foreign currency that 
could have been lying forgotten at the 
back of a draw for years or old mobile 
phones. 

“Phones seem to become outmoded 
fairly quickly as newer, more sophis¬ 
ticated models are introduced all the 
time. 

“The currency can be from the UK 
or any foreign country. It can be either 
coins or banknotes, and I think many 


people still have some of that kind of 
thing lying around at home which 
they’d like to get rid of and benefit a 
good cause at the same time. 

“We’ve had quite a few foreign bank¬ 
notes, watches and even old trophies 
which had been handed out for sport¬ 
ing performance. There have also been 
a fair number of mobile phones of all 
makes and ages. 

“But the thing we’ve had the most of 
by far is costume jewellery, in all shapes 
and sizes. 

“Some of the items of jewellery, such 
as necklaces, have been broken but the 
good thing with this scheme is that you 
can still get money for them. 

“Being part of Recycling For Good 
Causes has been a great success for us 
but, up to now, the people making do¬ 
nations have mainly been those who are 
associated in some way with Llangollen

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CAN I GET ENFORCEMENT OF A COUNTY COURT JUDGMENT? 


Q: Having obtained a judgment against a firm I did contract work for, they still have not paid me. The firm, also in the building trade, cite cash flow 
problems, but I know they are getting regular stage payments on a big construction contract that’s ongoing. What can I do? 

A: A third party debt order (previously known as a garnishee order) can be made where there is a debt due or accruing due to the judgment debtor from 
a third party. The Court is however likely to reject speculative claims so there must be witness evidence to show that a sub-contract exists, its extent 
and the value of stage payments or any retention pending completion of works. It would also be of benefit to supply details of the judgment debtora€™s 
bank account as such a procedure can also be used where money stands to the credit of a judgment debtor’s bank account. 

The procedure for obtaining a third party debt order is in two stages. An application without notice should be made to the Court for an interim third party 
debt order. If the judgment debtor or third party has prior knowledge of the application it may be less successful. Once the Court is satisfied that there is 
a debt due and accruing to the judgment debtor from the third party it then directs the third party not to make any payment which reduces the amount 
owed to the judgement debtor to less than the amount specified in the order i.e. your judgment debt. Indication is therefore needed as to the likely value 
of payments due to the judgment debtor from the third party. 

A hearing is then listed for the Court to consider whether to make the interim order final, ordering the third party to pay monies directly to you rather than 
the judgment debtor in satisfaction of both debts.

The level of risk was even 
compared to that of smok¬ 
ing. It seems appropriate 
this news should come dur¬ 
ing National Veggie Month 
when Animal Aid is encour¬ 
aging people to reduce their 
intake of animal products by 
taking our Big Veg Pledge.

Planning 
complaints 
taken to 
minister 

RESIDENTS of a village 
near Oswestry have taken 
their objections to plans for 
a 35-home housing estate to 
the Government. 

Last month Shropshire 
Council granted planning 
permission for housing and 
four commercial units on 
land off Tedsmore in West 
Felton. 

But both the parish coun¬ 
cil and parish plan steer¬ 
ing group say councillors 
didn’t follow national plan¬ 
ning policy by allowing the 
development on top grade 
agricultural land. Both or¬ 
ganisations have written to 
Eric Pickles, the local gov¬ 
ernment minister, asking 
him to intervene. 

Mr Steve Haworth, chair¬ 
man of the Parish Plan 
steering group, said in 
granting permission, Shrop¬ 
shire Council said that 
it was following national 
planning guidelines of a 
presumption for permission 
being granted. 

But he said: “That has to 
be if the development is sus¬ 
tainable, which is defined in 
three categories, economic, 
social and environmental. I 
believe that the guidelines 
were not followed because 
this application is not envi¬ 
ronmentally sustainable.” 

Mr Haworth said that if 
Mr Pickles intervened it 
could have huge ramifica¬ 
tions for rural villages.

A WIFE betrayed her husband to rake in more 
than £17,000 by falsifying his tax returns, a 
court heard.

ENERGY giant Scottish 
Power is planning to demol¬ 
ish its electrical substation 
base in Oswestry, including 
a 19th century building, and 
replace it with a new one as 
part of a major modernisa¬ 
tion programme. 

The firm wants to knock 
down the Coney Green 
premises in Oswestry and 
construct a new 33kV 
switchroom, llkV substa¬ 
tion and transformer. Plans 
have been lodged with 
Shropshire Council and the 
firm has prepared a design 
and access statement outlin¬ 
ing the proposal. 

The site is within Oswest¬ 
ry’s conservation area, the 
statement says, so special 
consent will have to be given 
for the work and it adds the 
project is part of a wider 
£14 million modernisation 
and grid reinforcement pro¬ 
gramme. 

The statement says the 
site includes a disused 
two-storey building, be¬ 
lieved to date from the 19th 
century. It says that build¬ 
ing has remained disused 
for many years and is in 
poor condition.

Farming entrepreneurs 
can apply for cash funds 


YOUNG farming entrepreneurs in Wales 
looking to set up on their own for the first 
time could be able to claim a grant of up 
to £15,000 through an innovative support 
scheme. 

Alun Davies, the Welsh Assembly’s Minister for 
Natural Resources and Food, has approved funding 


of almost £1.8 million to 
extend the Young En¬ 
trants Support Scheme 
(YESS) to support young 
farmers in Wales for an¬ 
other year. 

Since the scheme began 
in 2010 it has helped over 
520 young people enter the 
farming industry, providing 
grants totalling £7.1 million. 

The extension of the 
scheme has been welcomed 
by Oswestry-based firm 
Davis Meade Property Con¬ 
sultants. 

To apply for support, 
farmers must be based in 
Wales, be under the age 
of 40 and must either be 
setting up as head of the 
holding for the first time, or 
have set-up as head of hold¬ 
ing within the previous 12 
months. 

Philip Meade of Davis 
Meade Property Consult¬ 
ants said the scheme was 
extremely timely. 

He said: “With a proposed

“Anyone interested in ap¬ 
plying should bear in mind 
that if any of the farmland 
they are applying with in¬ 
cludes rented or tenanted 
land, make sure they have 
it for at least five years and 
check for break clauses as a 
key requisite of the scheme 
is that applicants must have 
the land available for five 
years. 

“This is an extremely val¬ 
uable scheme offering a wel¬ 
come input of capital onto 
farms and we want to see as 
many people as possible in a 
position to benefit from the 
funding.” 

Young farmers can ex¬ 
press interest in the scheme 
now and applications will be 
accepted from September 1 
until November 30.

Concerns remain over 
village pub homes bid 


PARISH councillors say they remain unhappy 
with plans to build houses near a village pub. 

An initial bid to build homes at the Old Three Pi¬ 
geons at Nesscliffe was refused by Shropshire Coun¬ 
cillors last year, contrary to the advice given by their 
own planning officers. 

Revised plans have now been lodged with Shropshire 
Council which would see the building of two houses, the 


formation of a new rear car 
park and a reconfigured 
beer garden at the pub. 

But members of Great 
Ness and Little Ness Parish 
Council have lodged objec¬ 
tions to the revised plans. 

According to a design and 
access statement lodged on 
behalf of the applicant Mrs 
S Brooks, the revised plans 
take into account design 
concerns raised when the 
first application was consid¬ 
ered by councillors. 

The statement says the 
key difference in the revised 
application is the proposed 
access way to the two hous¬ 
ing and a revised pub car 
park. 

It says: “The proposed 
car park would provide an 
increase of two spaces to 
the pub, and the dwellings 
would include a further, 
more private access way 
that does not pass through 
the main body of that car 
park.” 

And it adds: “The propos- 
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als involve the erection of 
two four-bedroom dwellings 
with integral garages on 
land to the rear of the Old 
Three Pigeons public house. 

“The proposals also in¬ 
clude the provision of a re¬ 
placement (and increased 
capacity) car park for the 
retained public house with 
associated retaining walls.” 

However the revised 
plans have not won favour 
with the parish council. 

The council has been con¬ 
sulted on the plans and in 
a submission to Shropshire 
Council says: “The parish 
council consider the pro¬ 
posed alterations to access 
and the car park do not 
address the problem of re¬ 
duced parking for patrons. 

“The risk of overflow 
parking on Holyhead Road 
and the surrounding area 
remains a concern.” 

Shropshire Council hopes 
to make a decision on the 
homes by March 27.

Broadband cash 'can't 
come from council budget' 


COUNCIL bosses have said they need to find 
other ways to unlock more than £11 million 
of government funding for rural broadband. 

Shropshire Council leader Keith Barrow said there 
is “no way on earth” the authority would be able to 
take money out of general funds to access cash given 
its current financial situation. 


The Government has 
offered to provide £11.38 
million of cash through the 
Superfast Extension Pro¬ 
gramme to widen broad¬ 
band provision in the county 
- but only on the basis the 
money is match-funded by 
the council. 

At Wednesday’s cabi¬ 
net meeting Roger Evans, 
leader of the Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat group, said he hoped 
the council would be at¬ 
tempting to access all of the 
available funding. 

He asked for a commit¬ 
ment for council leaders 
that the county would be 
getting the full amount of 
potential funding. 

Councillor Barrow said 
efforts are being made to se¬ 
cure the funding but added 
money could not be taken 
out of the council’s general 
budget at a time when £80 
million cuts are taking place 
over the next three years. 

“The money is there but 
it has to be match-funded,” 
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he said. “The situation we 
find ourselves in with £80 
million to find in the next 
three years means there 
is no way on earth we are 
going to be able to manage 
£11.4 million to match fund 
that within the council. 

“We are looking at other 
ways.” 

A new partnership be¬ 
tween campaigners and 
council leaders has been set 
up to try and find ways to 
unlock the funding. 

Shropshire Council will 
work with the Shropshire 
and Marches Campaign 
for Better Broadband in 
an attempt to find the 
match-funding that will 
allow the county to access 
the Government cash. 

The money is in addition 
to the £26 million Connect¬ 
ing Shropshire programme, 
which is aiming to connect 
93 per cent of the county to 
fast broadband.

Council leader defends 
£190,000 consultant cost 


SHROPSHIRE Council has “nothing to be 
ashamed of” in spending £190,000 over two 
years on a consultant who will help deliver 
£80 million cuts, the authority’s leader has 
insisted. 

Keith Barrow told a meeting of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet that Bright Lake Consulting has al¬ 


ready helped identify 
£20 million of savings. 

The contractor has been 
working with the council 
since October, and under 
a new contract officially 
approved by cabinet yes¬ 
terday will now work with 
the authority’s programme 
management office and 
the business design team 
to create one business unit 
within the council’s com¬ 
pany IP&E. 

The contract will run for 
an initial two years, costing 
£95,000 a year, with an op¬ 
tion to extend it by a further 
two years. 

Opposition leaders from 
the Labour and Liberal 
Democrat parties ques¬ 
tioned why the consultant 
had been hired when the 
council already has high¬ 
ly-paid senior managers. 

But Councillor Barrow 
said the consultant was 
helping to train staff to re¬ 
design services and claimed 
workers were “delighted” 


by lain St John 

with the appointment. He 
said details of the consult¬ 
ant’s salary were originally 
due to be kept private, but 
he had insisted they were 
made public. 

“We have nothing to be 
ashamed of. We have saved 
£5 million to £6 million in 
senior management costs in 
the last year or so,” he said. 

Councillor Alan Mosley, 
leader of the Labour group, 
said he accepted the princi¬ 
ple of using consultants for 
short-term projects but was 
concerned about the length 
of this contract. 

“It is a very long period. It 
seems a kick in the teeth for 
senior staff that they are not 
felt to be capable of doing 
this work,” he said. 

But Councillor Barrow 
said this was not the case. 

“It is not a kick in the 
teeth, it is a shot in the 
arm,” he said. “Our staff are 
absolutely delighted they 
are being upskilled.”

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Immigrant robins safe 
from hunting and shooting 


TOWARDS the end of this month, 
we really can see that “M” stands 
for both March and migration. 

As temperatures begin to pick up, 
our beloved winter visitors, various 
waterfowl and the ever rowdy field¬ 
fares, waxwings and redwings all leave 
us we do a veritable swap with Scan¬ 
dinavia. 

The summer migrants are well on their 
way to our shores and by the end of the 
month it’s possible to see new arrivals such 
as chiff-chaffs and wheatears. 

However since I like to try and keep this 
column as accessible as possible, there is 
just time to say goodbye to a winter mi¬ 
grant you are sure to see whether in town 
or country. The robin. A firm favourite 
with many of us and very easy to sex - 
simply guess! Some texts suggest that the 
brown forehead is “V” shaped in females, 
and “U” shaped in males, though even this 
is not always apparent. 

But what do I mean “winter migrant’” 
Well in the winter, our resident birds are 
joined by immigrants from continental Eu¬ 
rope, mostly from Scandinavia; these rob¬ 
ins are slightly paler than ours and have a 
duller red breast. That’s all well and good 
but how do we know if one lands in our gar¬ 
den? The answer is; it probably won’t. The 
immigrants are generally less tame as they 
skulk in woodlands, only British robins are 
a tame garden bird. The British affection 
for the robinis not shared elsewhere in Eu¬ 
rope, where they are shot for food or for 
sport. If only there was a way to tell these 
visitors that they are probably safer here! 

Having said that nearly three quarters

of robins in Britain die before they are 
one year old, either caught by predators or 
unable to fend for themselves and 10 per 
cent of older robins die defending their ter¬ 
ritory. They are a feisty bird and whereas 
many animals set up territories specifically 
for breeding, robins are territorial all year 
round. During the spring and summer this 
territoriality is indeed for breeding but, at 
other times, individual robins hold territo¬ 
ries for feeding. 

Juvenile robins, shortly to begin making 
themselves visible in our gardens once they 
fledge, have speckled buff-brown upper 
parts and underparts. Like a deer fawn 
this helps them with camouflage but it is 
important too that they not get mixed up in 
fatal territorial disputes with adults. These 
speckled feathers are lost in a partial moult 
when the bird is Immigrantwo to three 
months old. 

But be careful when identifying a young 
robin. During breeding times, when the 
male robin has found a mate, he will 
strengthen a bond by bringing the female 
food. Items such as worms and caterpillars 
leave her quivering with excitement and 
begging noisily for more whilst shaking 
her wings. This action is often mistaken by 
people to be the mother feeding the young. 
Not so. Ben’s artwork can be seen in Cal¬ 
laghan’s Fine Paintings, Shrewsbury.

youth centre's future

ACTIVITIES at a town’s youth 
centre are set to be extend¬ 
ed in the future despite the 
proposed axing of several 
council-run youth clubs, the 
chairman of a group based at 
the premises said. 

Jay Moore, who runs Fusion 
Arts Oswestry from The Centre 
at Oak Street, said the facility is 
“100 per cent not closing” despite 
the planned closure of many of its 
clubs. 

Under Shropshire Council cost-cut- 
ting plans the Centre’s youth forum, 
its junior and senior youth clubs and 
its Friday night Girls Group are set for 
the axe. 

Mr Moore said despite the impend¬ 
ing closure of the council-run clubs, 
the future of the £2.2 million youth 
centre, which only opened in Decem¬ 
ber 2012, still remained bright. 

And he said Fusion Arts Oswestry, 
which runs various activities, work¬ 
shops and projects from the centre, 
was planning to expand what it pro¬ 
vides at the base. 

He said: “The Centre is 100 per 
cent not closing, there is absolutely no 
chance of that happening whatsoever. 
Fusion Arts is carrying on in in the 
building as normal. 

“We have lots of support from 
Shropshire Council especially from 
Councillors Keith Barrow and Vince 
Hunt who were instrumental in set¬ 
ting us up. 

“They have both been really sup¬ 
portive. 

“It is not just Fusion Arts which op¬

erates from The Centre, the St John 
Ambulance are also here and they run 
cadet sessions.” 

According to a report by Shrop¬ 
shire Council on the cuts, among the 
planned changes is the axing of any 
council funding to Saturday morning 
activities run by Fusion Arts Oswestry. 

But Mr Moore said there was no 


council funding of the Saturday morn¬ 
ing activities in any case. 

He said: “We will carry on unaf¬ 
fected and there will be no changes to 
Fusion Arts. 

“They are not closing The Centre 
down, they have been very supportive, 
they really have. 

“We are growing, not closing.”

Honda Tourer in good shape 


By Graham Breeze 

With more and more companies 
entering the compact estate 
market, Honda just could not 
afford to be left behind, so the 
Civic Tourer was a ‘must’ for the 
Japanese brand. 

The British-built Tourer brings 
a brand of distinctive styling and 
class-leading utility, while offering 
an impressive balance between fuel 
economy and performance. 

The Tourer has the same wheelbase as 
the hatch but is 235mm longer in rear over¬ 
hang which you would expect to have a 
detrimental effect on design. 

But it actually improves the appearance 
and gives the car a completely distinctive 
look, which is important in an age of look- 
alikes. 

Honda was determined the wedge-like 
profile would not come at the expense of 
space and surprisingly has managed to 
create a class-leading 624 litres of boot 
space, including 117 litres beneath the 
false floor. 

The space has been created by clever 
positioning of the fuel tank underneath the 
front seats, allowing the rear seats to be 
folded flat to reveal 1,668 litres of space. 

The Civic Tourer is available with the 
choice of two engines; the 1.8 i-VTEC pet¬ 
rol and the new Earth Dreams Technology 
1.6 i-DTEC diesel, and four generously 
equipped trim levels. 

Both engines come with a six-speed 
manual gearbox, while the petrol car buy¬ 
ers can add a five-speed torque converter. 

The diesel costs up to £1,210 more than 


the manual petrol, but is over 60 per cent 
more fuel efficient, 72.4-74.3mpg, against 
43.5-45.6mpg, and also emits far less C02, 
99-103g/km against 146-149 g/km. 

The entry level S grade includes features 
such as Bluetooth hands-free telephone, 
DAB radio, USB connectivity and 16in alloy 
wheels. 

In addition the SE Plus, the next level up, 
has rear parking sensors and 17in alloys, 
whilst SR customers will benefit from the 
new world-first rear Adaptive Damper Sys¬ 
tem (ADS), front heated seats, HDD navi¬ 
gation and privacy glass. 

Those who opt for the top EX grade will 
receive headlight washer, smart entry and 
start capability, sunglasses holder, interior 
blue ambient lighting and Bi-HID head¬ 
lights with auto levelling. 

Comfortable 

Up front is a comfortable place to be 
with fully-adjustable seats and steering 
column and the fascia is easily recognised 
as Honda’s with the usual combination of 
high quality plastics and easy-to-remem- 
ber switch positions.

There’s no excuse for questioning the 
handling of this model because Honda 
has developed a world-first rear Adaptive 
Damper System, which automatically ad¬ 
justs the rear suspension damping force, 
enhancing stability and comfort. 

Another first is the option to add Hon¬ 
da’s new suite of safety technologies to a 
C-segment car. 

Based on the philosophy of ‘safety for

everyone’, it uses a combination of cam¬ 
eras, short-range lidar and radar to deliver 
safety in all conditions. 

The new Driver Assistance Safety Pack 
is available as a factory-fit option from SE 
models upwards for £780, with City-Brake 
Active System, forward collision warning, 
high beam support system, lane departure 
warning, traffic sign recognition system, 
and blind spot information.

Plus models and for an additional £2,500 
benefits from all the features in Safety Pack 
One as well as automatic cruise control 
and collision mitigation braking, in place of 
the City Brake Active System. 

A comfortable ride and superb handling 
coupled with the versatile load space and a 
stunning diesel engine mean Honda will be 
competitive, but the questions will revolve 
around pricing, which with an entry level of 
£20,265, may put some buyers off.

The last few years have been in¬ 
teresting for Volvo. From being 
part of the mighty Ford empire 
to being snapped up by a Chi¬ 
nese corporation, the Swed¬ 
ish car maker has been forced 
to become more agile and in¬ 
dependent in an increasingly 
crowded market. 

The notion of independence has 
included developing more of its own 
tech and engines since it cut the cord 
with Ford, and although these things 
take time, it’s now that we can see the 
fruits of its labours. 



Focusing on the increasingly important 
issues of emissions and economy, Volvo’s 
decision to go down the four-cylinder die¬ 
sel route isn’t surprising. Its promise of the 
usually unobtainable high power and re¬ 
duced noise combination, however, is. 

These new in-house developed and 
produced turbo diesel engines promise to 
give the likes of BMW, Audi and Mercedes 
a few sleepless nights - exactly the brands 
Volvo seeks to challenge. 

Fitted to the firm’s fleet-friendly S60 sa¬ 
loon, the new 2.0-litre D4 motor boasts 181 
horsepower and, crucially, emits only 99g/ 
km C02 plus offers a combined economy 
figure of 74.3mpg. 

You might think that Volvo’s decision to 
base its future on four-cylinder engines is 
a risky one, but the reality is very different. 

Clever engineering and the desire to 
simplify its line-up has resulted in a pack-

The Volvo engineers’ efforts to ban¬ 
ish unnecessary noise and vibration from 
the cabin has been successful, with the car 
delivering a rattle-free performance. 

To complement the new engine range 
Volvo has introduced a new six-speed 
manual and eight-speed auto gearbox op¬ 
tion.. 

While these engineering changes are a 


big deal, the rest of the S60 has remained 

the same as before. Far from being a bad 
thing, the car’s soft curves, practical saloon 
shape and driver-friendly cabin help set it 
apart from its often more clinical rivals. 

And if you’re keen to stick with the busi¬ 
ness user theme for the D4-powered S60, 
the generous level of standard equipment, 
plush interior and practical cabin and boot 
space should take the edge of those long, 
dull motorway journeys. All in all, the up¬ 
dates to the range have done a great job of 
boosting the S60’s appeal.The Volvo S60 
D4 SE Nav is priced from £29,395.

AN Oswestry groundsman has completed 
40 years service to one of the region’s best¬ 
loved golf courses - and celebrated his 50th 
year in the game by leading his team in a 
county final. 

Allen Lewis, 57, of Balmoral Crescent in Oswestry, is 
course manager of Llanymynech Golf Club, and now has 
an area on the course named in his honour. Keeping it in 
the family, Allen’s son Matthew also works on the green 
keeping staff at the club. 

On Sunday, March 30, the county Hargrove final takes 
place at Llanymynech Golf Club and Allen will captain the 
club’s first team when they meet the winners of Shrews¬ 
bury or Wrekin clubs. 

Having left Oswestry Boys Modern School aged 15, Allen 
started work as a trainee green keeper and recalls some of 
the major changes over the years. 

“The course was once totally covered with sheep and the 
greens had low electric fences around them which made for 
difficult playing conditions for members but in the 1970s 
the club took over the lease on the land and the sheep were 
removed,” he said. 

“In the very hot summer of 1976, the course suffered 
badly from scorching but major investment by the club 
saw a fantastic automatic sprinkler system installed which 
transformed the condition of the course and this was added 
to by new high-tech mowing machines which produced a 
far better finish on the greens and fairways than the old 
tractor and gang-mowers.” 

Expertise 

Besides his expertise in grounds management, Allen has 
had great success within the game of golf itself, having 
played for over 50 years and is the current joint holder of 
the club’s outright course record with a score of 64. 

Allen continued: “I was very lucky to have played over 
the years with the likes of Ian Woosnam, Sandy Lyle and 
our own club professional Andy Griffiths and have met 
some wonderful people in the game. Our current teams are 
also doing well which is fantastic news for the club as a 
whole. 

“As green keepers we take a great pride in the course and 
the positive feedback from both members and visitors alike 
provides true job satisfaction for me and the team.” 

Allen has also been club champion on two separate oc¬ 
casions and won many competitions over the years with 
various county golf teams, but he admits to achieving his 
greatest honour when the newly created six-hole Academy 
Course at Llanymynech was named after him to mark his 
40 years of loyal service. 

Club secretary Howard Jones commented: “Allen’s dedi¬ 
cation and commitment to the club over the years has been 
exceptional and we are very fortunate to have a person of 
his calibre looking after our course, and that is why the 
club were delighted to name the Academy area after him to 
show our appreciation.”
